Spaniards discovered "The Rock" 400 
years ago, they called it Alcatraces 
from the hordes of pelicans roosting on 
the rocks. They built a fortress, with 
dark dungeons beneath it. Traces oi 
the fortress and most of the dungeons 
are .still there. 


Daylight never penetrates to these 


dun.geofSr •ancf*TBte -grow large * anc 
fierce. A blanket spread on the damp 
floor, no .sanitation but a bucket, a 
cup of water and some bread. The 
toughest prisoner doesn't want much of 
this. 


Only slightly better are the little 


isolation cells of concrete and steel. 
A narrow grating admits air, but little 
light.. A blanket for the floor, bread 
and water to eat and drink. A man 
who gol tough with guards could be 
handcuffed, and a littjo tear gas could 
be fed into the cell with him. It could 
happen. 


In other words, Alcalraz has the 


means for breaking the toughest pris- 
oner. There isn't much trouble be- 
cause the situation is so hopeless that 
most prisoners realize il. 


Laundry Is Trouble S|>o| 


Mosl of the trouble that docs appeal- 


starts in the laundry. The prisoners 
know that if they can tie up produc- 
tion there, they can cause the prison 
management all sorts of trouble, and 
of course they like lo do that when- 
ever they can in such a way as not 
to bring it back upon themselves. 


Emery dust in a bearing, a sharp 


knife on the canvas rolls of an ironer, 
os- a bit of steel in some gears. And 
Uien the laundry piles up on Ihe docJi 
as il comes in from Ihe Army trans- 
l*irl.s, the Presidio, and Angel island.

laundry strikers 
are 


thrown inlo solitary confinement and 
Kive-n only bread and water. They 
yell and shout at the guards until they 
arc hoarse.

In addition to the 
old Spanish dungeons and forts, there 
was an abundance of fine, vigorou., 
fleas, many of whose descendants a.v 
in evidence even today.

Ten Health Rules for Teachers 


(This is the Ihirel and last of a 


series of articles by Dr. Fishliciu on 
the health of eaclicrsj 


After a survey of health conditions 


among teachers in order to determine 
the manner in which most of them 
sinned against well-established rules 
in health and hygiene, the ten fun- 
damentals which teachers should fol- 
low in order to have good health were 
listed. Here they are. 


1. Admit to yourself the limitations 


upon your health, if such have been 
impo&ed upon you by ance-stria) influ- 
ence and your r.wn past life; but do not 
because of these be discouraged, 
excuse yourself for being a health 
slacker. Do the best you can wilh 
what you have. 


2. Free yourself from health de- 


fects (hat are wholly or parlilly re- 
mediable, which may lower your f i l - 
ness. A thorough health examina- 
tion and advice at least once a year 
will detect flaws, improve power, pre- 
vent disease, wive'doctors' bill, leng- 
then life, and increase happiness. 


3. Eat regularly. Eat slowly. Eat 


some hard food for the .sake of the 
teeth: eat fresh, raw or green food 
for the chemical needs of the body; cat 
meat or eggs only once a day. Avoid 
underoating and underweight. Avoid 
overeating and overweight. Eat light- 
ly of easily digested food when tired, 


Drink four to six 
glas.-.es of water a day. Never drink 
when there is sold food in the mouth.

Campaign to Eradicate 


Prejudice From Mind 


of Employers 


WASHINGTON. — (if\ - An cducn- 


tional campaign to fight "fortyphobin" 
among employers and employes was 
recommended over the weke-end to 
the Department of Labor. 


In a report to V. A. Zimmer, direc- 


tor of the Labor Standards Division, 
Dr. Boris Sokoloff, New Yory physi- 
cian, said that among employers the 
'disease" is a mental ailment which 
causes them to refuse to employ, and 
in some cases to discharge, men past 
the age of 40. 


Among employes the "disease" is a 


physical one which docs not appear 
until about 40 years of age, when, be- 
cause of poor living and working con- 
ditions, improper eating, lack of re- 
laxation, and overworking, men and 
women develop chronic ailments, he 
said. 


Fortyphobia among employers "seeks 


to find its justification in the assump- 
tion that a man over 40 is past his 
prime—that ho is a poor risk, but the 
emptiness of this reason ins is shown 


"the very simple fact that em- 


ployer group itself belongs to the 
middle-aged class." 


He pointed out that in industry, gov- 


ernment, law. medicine, banking and 
every other profession or calling men 
over 40 occupy the executive or direc- 
tive positions. 


He said middle ago is the period of 


man's greatest capacity for achieve- 
ment. "It is between the years of 35 j 
and 75 that a man is capable of doing 
his best creative work." 


From, a medical point of view, Dr. 


Sokoloff said, "age measured in years 
has no meaning. Some men preserve 
their vitality and creative power much 
past the age when society now wants 
to throw them into discard." 


Turning to the problem of fortypho- 


bia in the employe, Dr. Sokoloff said 
"medical science believes that the 
health and well-being of a middle- 
aged man depend to a considerable ex- 
tent on his mode of living during the 
years which precede his 40th birthday, 
the food he eats, the work he does, and 
the way he lives."
